Appearances Threatening- 

If one might judge from the general 
touo of the press of old Canada, British 
Columbia has mnilo a serious blunder, or 
rathor has had a serious blunder made for 
her by men whom accident placed in a po- 
sition to speak in her namo. It is quite 
true that Opposition jourunls.notnbly the 
Toronto Mail, are making convulsivo of. 
forts to cast odium on the Dominion Ad- 
ministration in connection with tho fail- 
ure of recent negotiations with this Pro. 
Yinco; but that is a stroko of party war- 
faro to bo expected in any oveDt. Indeed 
it is questionable whether a satisfactory 
torminatiou oi theso negotiations would 
not have equally served tho purposes of 
the Opposition a3 a pretext for abusing 
tho party in power. It is not, we beg to 
assure the innocent reader, that theso jour- 
nals lovo British Columbia more, .but be- 
cause thoy love Mr. Mackenzie less, that 
they liAve for tho nonce constituted them- 
selves, par excellence, tho guardians of our 
rights. It is not true that "a consider- 
able portion of the Ministerial press back 
the stand taken by the Government of 
British Columbia." In the more prom- 
inent organs, such, for instance, as tho 
Globe, the Times (Ottawa), the Montreal 
Herald, and the London Advertiser, we 
find in all tho calm and inexorable logic 
of facts articles indicating with painful 
distinctness tho possible fatal consequen- 
ces of British Columbia's blunder. Not 
that we think Mr. Mackenzie would be 
altogether justified in visiting tho full 
consequences of tho criminally stupid 
conduot of tho local Government upon 
the people of British Columbia, more par- 
ticularly as he has reason, and will prob- 
ably soon have more, to believo that tho 
great body of tho people censuro and dis- 
sent from that conduct. It is an unfortu- 
nate circumstance, it must be admitted, 
that any portion of the peoplo should 
have been led oven into an appearance of 
endorsing the action of the Government; 
but wo daresay that can bo explained in 
suoh a way as to enable tho Canadian 
Premier sufficiently to discriminate be- 
tween tho voice of tho people and 
tho gratuitous and, as we think, 
most ill-advisod expression of an 
infinitesimal portion of them. The local 
Government most unjustifiably broke off 
important negotiations which might and 
should have been turned to good account 
in tho best intorests of tho country; and, 
as is too common, they followed up the 
first false step by the second one of ap- 
pealing to the Queen under circumstances 
which left littlo room to hope for benefi- 
cial results. Had tho people been con- 
tent to let that appoal go for what it was 
worth, leaving tho whole responsibility 
whore it ought to rest, on tho shouldors 
of those who made it, there would have 
been less reason for apprehending mis- 
chief now too likely to onsuo. Instead of 
that, however, a party acting with more 
seal than discretion, rushed in to share 
tho odium and the responsibility without 
any possibility of promoting good results. 
As their own tnouthpioco aptly expressed 
it, they performod a work of supereroga- 
tion which could only bo useful as a 
seeming endorsement of tho Ministerial 
fclundor. Perhaps, however, wo are at- 
taching too much importance to the Phil- 
harmonic outburst, ulready neutralized 
as it is by the calm and intelligent ex- 
pression of public opiuiou coming from 
tho intorior. It must bo perfectly clear 
that it is at once tho interest and the duty 
of the people in both sections of tho Pro- 
vinco to take such a stand as will Bhow 
that thoy disapprovo of tho conduct of 
the Provincial Administration, conduat 
the motives for which wo observo leading 
organs of tho Dominion Government ap- 
pear thoroughly to understand. Tho 
Qlobe especially hits off tho selfish and un- 
worthy motives which actuated our Min- 
isters in taking the suicidal course thoy 
did. Wo can only express the hopo that 
it is not yet too late for tho peoplo of Bri- 
tish Columbia to modify, if thoy cannot 
avert, tho mischiovous consequences of 
tho unfortunate conduct of their rulers by 
satisfying tho Dominion Administration 
that thoy wore no pavty to, and have no 
■ympathy with, it. It is at least some 
littlo encouragement to know that the 
portion of this community who made the 
mistako are conscious of it and are not 
disposod to push folly further. British

In attempting the impossiblo foat of 
"running with tho hare and hunting with 
tho hounds," tho Government organ at 
Now Westminster, unintentionally no 
doubt, dors an injustice in assorting that 
a party in Victoria are willing to consent 
to almost any relaxation short of repudia- 
tion in order to secure a railway from Es- 
quimau to Nanaimo.

For tLis section of the Pro- 
Tince to take up a stand so intensely nar- 
row and shortsighted would, indeed just- 
ly expose it to the contempt of tho Main- 
land, and in making tho chargo which it 
doos without any ground for it, the organ 
on the banks of tho Praser in guilty of a 
most unwarrantable attempt lo stir up 
sectional animosity which it should bo 
tho constant aim of ovory journalist in tho 
Proviuco to allay. It is no socrot now, if 
over it was, that tho confidential agent of 
tho Dominion Government, in Booking in- 
formation as to tho nature of tho compro- 
mise that would bo acceptable to British 
Columbia, Avx not confine himself oithor 
to Cabinet Ministers or their supporters; 
and it was a subject of remark with that 
gentleman that he found in prominent 



members of tho party at which we suspect 
tho Herald is hitting, tho strongest and 
most uncompromising friends and advo- 
cates of Mainland rights and interests.

Eastern States- 

Washington, June 25th. — Repre- 
sentative Halo who was tendered oflico of 
Postmaster General, returned this morn- 
ing from Ottawa. 

New Youk, June 25th. — At a mooting 
of tho Board of Erie directors to-dny, tho 
Treasurer reported that the total amount 
of floating debt, including secured loans, 
was 82,431,871, a decrease the past month 
of $97,990. 

New Yoke, Juno 24th. — Last night tho 
largo stone grist mill near Mount Sindi , 
Long Island, was blown down, killing 6 
persons and seriously injuring oth-jrn. 

The Police Commissioners, Oardnor 
and Charlick, who havo boon on trial 
tho past ton days on a charge of violating 
election laws last Noverubor, havo been 
found guilty. 

Charleston, S. C, June 25. — Govern- 
or Mosos has pardoned threo Commis- 
sioners of Barnwell, lately convicted of 
corruption in office and sentenced to 3, S 
and 10 years in tho penetontiary. Tho 
convicted officials, on thoir way to prison, 
boasted that Governor Mosea would not 
dare to allow them to remain in tho peno- 
tentiary. 

Chicago, Juno 26. — A Washington spe- 
cial says Hale has accepted Postmastor- 
Gonoralihip. 

The stockholders of tho Atlantic and 
Groat Western Railroad havo ratified an 
agreement with the Erie Co. May 6ih. 
Tho indentures bind the Western Co. to 
tho Erie for ninety-nine years from tho 
lat of May. Tho property of the Alt an- 
tic and Great Western Co. is sold to the 
Frio Co. ; actual value of same aggregates 
£8,000,000.

It in proposed that the Dominion Parlia- 
ment will be in session simultaneously 
witli Senate of tho United States. 

Bathur.it, N. B., Juno 2G. — Tho gale 
last week resulted in tho loss of 32 lives 
along the coast of Now Brunswick — nine- 
teen being fishermen. Four barks and 
nine schoonerH were stranded, ami about 
30 fishing boats wore wrocked. 

Europe- 

Pabis, June 25. — Tho postnl circula-

The Voice of Canada! 

Unanimous Condemnation of tho 
Watkcni Government! 

(Ottawa Times, Jims lltli.) 

.Mr- Edgar 'a Mission- 

"Whr.t etui tho Local Administration 
Qf British Columbia mean, is a ques- 
tion which will puzzle tho brain of any 
Canadian, outside the charmed circle 
of that Cabinet by the .sea, after read- 
ing the correspondence touching tho 
Edgar Mission, published in the Col- 
umbian journals which have reached 
us within tho last two days. It is now 
matter of notoriety that, in February 
last, Mr. J. L>. Edgar went over to 
Columbia fully and confidentialy au- 
thorised by the Dominion Government 
to confer with the Local Administra- 
tion of that Province upon public 
questions with which it was concerned, 
and especially upon that of the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway. On tho 8th ult. , 
Mr. Edgar did by authority make cer- 
tain definite proposals to th > Colum- 
bian Administration touching that 
railway. As we all know to our sorrow 
and shame, tho late Ministry of this 
Dominion had, as a part of tho terms 
upon which British Columbia entered 
the Canadian Dominion, stipulated 
that the Pacini; Railway should bo 
commenced within two years, aud 
completed within ton yearn, of the 
date of union - that is, of the 1st of 
July, 1871. Neither gods nor men 
could presume to say that it was 
possible for tho first of these stipula- 
tions to bo cat ried out at the tome the 
present Ministers came into power; for 
two years and four months bail 
already expired from the date of union, 
and tho work of construction had not 
commenced. No man who had and 
wished to retain any reputation for 
ovou ordinary judgment, would dare to 
say that tho I'uCiuo Ilullwayouuli] be com- 
pleted "within a little iaore than seven 
yuarn from the time the present Ministry 
came into office. Then beyond all ques- 
tion it was no great favor tho government 
had to ask the Columbian Administration 
when the former presented to the latter a 
formal proposal for an extension of time 
for tho commencement and completion 
of tho railway. Tho Columbian govern- 
ment was asked to placidly acquiesce in 
what was already obviously and unques- 
tionably inevitable. 

This was tho proposal mado by Mr. 
Edgar on tho 8Lh of -May. But, in ac- 
cordance with the instructions from Otta- 
wa, he proposed much more. He — or ra- 
ther, the Dominion Government,— offer- 
ed to the Columbiana what, under tho 
circumstances, we must consider certain 
gratiilto us favors, and favors of tho most 
generous proportions. Tho immediate 
construction of a waggon road and elec- 
tric telegraph through the Province along 
the line by tho projected railroad as near- 
ly as could be ascertained; aud tho guar- 
anty of a minimum annual expenditure 
of one million livo hundred thousand dol- 
lars upon the work of railway construc- 
tion until the whole was completed, com- 
mencing at the earliest possible moment 
from tho time that a vigorous prosecution 
of explorations and surveys could cause 
the Hue to bo located; — this was what 
Mr. Mackenzie's Government proposed 
to the Province of Columbia, through 
Mr. Edgar, not in strictness, it must be 
observed, as a condition of agreeing to an 
extension of time for railway construc- 
tion, for that had to be, but as a compen- 
sation to that Province for the disappoint- 
ment and possible distress to which that 
Province may have been subjected, be- 
cause the railway works had not been 
commenced. The existing Ministry were, 
of course, in no way accountable for the 
work of construction not having been 
commenced. 

But how has tho local administration of 
British Columbia met this most liberal 
aud generous offer?— this proposal which 
any reasonable person would havo sup- 
posed would be eagerly accepted? By 
most ungraciously professing to doubt 
Mr. Edgar's authority to treat with them 
in the matter. We really cannot suppose 
for a moment that this was aught else but 
affectation. Mr. Edgar, himself widely 
known in tho Dominion, had presented 
himself to Attorney General Walkom, the 
Provincial Premier, with a letter of in- 
troduction from tho Hon. Mr. Mackenzie, 
suiting that Mr. 1-jdgar visited that Pro- 
vince "on public business for tho Gov- 
ernment." That letter says: Mr. Edgar 
will confer with yourself and others of 
the Government of Columbia ou the ques- 
tions lately agitating tho mind of Colum- 
bia, aud will ho glad to receive your views 
regarding tho policy of the Government 
on tho construction of the Railway." Tho 
same letter states that but for the near 
meeting uf Parlianion tsome members of 
tho Government would have gone on the 
mission wiih which Mr. Edgar was on- 
trusted, a fuel whioh, wo would suppose, 
sufficiently indicated that Mr. Edgar wns 
to bo treated with, relative to the express 
objects of his mission, as a member of 
tho Government. This letter throughout 
clearly shows that Mr. Edgar was sent to 
Victoria with plenipotentiary powers, to 
treat on behalf of the Dominion Govern- 
ment, especially in matters relating to 
tho Pacific Kail way. But further, when, 
on the 18th May, Lieut. -Governor Trutoh 
telegraphed to the Government at Ottawa 
enquiring theextent of Mr. Edgar's pow- 
ers to negotiate, Mr. Mackenzie himself 
replied, referring the Lieut. -Governor to 
his letter of introduction, already refer- 
red to, and indicating Mr. Edgar's mis- 
sion, Yet Mr. Walkeni and his colleagues 
did not sea that they could deal with Mr-

In its laborious efforts to ornate a grie- 
vance out of Hig mission of Mr. Edgar to 
British Columbia, the Opposition organ 
in this cjty [the Mail] has mado a won- 
derful discovery. Jf wo may take the 
organ's word for it, treachery, deceptivo- 
no'ss and all manner of crimes and misde- 
meanors are manifested in tho eorros- 
pondenca to which wo eallod attention 
yesterday. Hero is a sample; In reply 
to a question from the British Columbia 
Government by telegraph, a« to certain 
expressions used by Mr. Mackenzie in 
the House of Commons, Mr. Scott tele- 
graphed ds follows: "Mr. Mackenzio 
simply enid that until (he location of the 
road was ascertained it was impossible to

surveying force was now at work, and 

tliero was no reason to bolievo that ic 
would bo possible to completo tho sur- 
vey boforo tho closo of the year." 

This was sout on tho 8th May. On tho 
samo day, Air. Edgar, aoting undor in- 
structions from Ottawa, wrote to Mr. Wal- 
kom as follows" "Fooling tho impossi- 
bility of complying with this time limit 
for completion, tho Government is pre- 
pared to make now stipulations, and to 
outer into additional obligations of a de- 
f in i to character for tho benefit of tho Pro- 
vince. They propose to commence construc- 
tion from Esqitimalt to Wanalmo immediate- 
ly, and to push that portion of the railway 
on to completion with the utmost vigor, and 
in (he shortest practicable time." 

"Now," cries tho discoverer of mare's 
nests, "behold the contradiction! Hero 
is Mr. Mackenzie at Ottawa declaring ho 
believes it would not ho possiblo to com- 
pleto the survey boforo the close of the 
year, and therefore that it would he im- 
possible to commence construction, whilo 
Mr. Edgar is offering to agree to build a 
railroad from Esquimalt to Nanaimo im- 
mediately." 

Anybody can boo that Mr. Mackonzio's 
speech and Mr. Edgar's lottor roforrod to 
two totally different matters. Mr. Mac- 
kenzie was Bpeaking of tho main Pacific 
Road, of which a lino through Vancou- 
ver's Island might or might not bo a por- 
tion. There was no "large surveying font" 
between Eiquimalt and Nanaimo; tho Pa- 
cific Railway Act did not pledge the Gov- 
ernment of Canada to build any road be- 
tween Esquimalt and Nanaimo. So far 
as tho terms of union were concerned, the 
road might terminate at Bute Inlot or 
Burrard Inlet, or at othor points on tho 
Pacific Coast. 

Whore it should ultimately terminate, 
and consequently where it should bo lo- 
oated, were points undetermined and un- 
determinable until tho surveys were com- 
pleted. But as a concession to British 
Columbia, and on condition sho fairly 
accepted tho situation, Mr. Mackenzie 
agreed to give bora railway on Vancou- 
ver Island— whioh would, of course, ulti- 
mately become a portion of the Pacillo 
Road — and to conimeneo tho seotion ly- 
ing between Esquimau and Nanaimo n;t- 
mediutely. For this no great amount of 
surveying would bo necessary, as the 
country is perfectly woll known to our 
engineers. The silly imputation thus 
bears its own refutation on tho face of it. 
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[London AaTertiner, June 11.] 

The Local Government of British Col- 
umbia, by attempting to play off sharp 
against the Dominion Administration, has 
rather put its foot into it, aud is now anx- 
ious to repair tho damage done. Tho 
fact seems to be that tho British Colum- 
bia Cabinet didn't know exactly what to 
do regarding Mr. Mackonzio's proposals, 
being watched by a very keen Opposition; 
so to gain time it hit on the brilliant pre- 
text of protending not to know whether 
Mr. Edgar was a duly accredited agent or 
not. Wo don't seo how our cousins on 
tho Pacific Slope can oxpoct to gain any- 
thing but delay for thoir clever little man- 
ceuvres. Wo have no doubt Mr. Mac- 
kenzie is anxious to doal justly and even 
liberally with British Columbia, but nei- 
ther tho Premier nor tho people of the 
older Provinces can bo reasonably expect- 
ed to stand hat in hand bogging tho op- 
portunity of au interchange of views.

Governor Duncan of Tasmania, is 
making a farewell tour of tho Colonies, 
prior to returning to England. His 
succossor is reported to bo a son of 
Lord Aberdeen, aud was formerly Gov 
ernor of Trinidad. 



Sydney, May 9th. — The Internation- 
al Exhibition, that closed on the 18th 
ult. , proved tho~most attractive ever 
held hero; a success in every point of 
view, especially financial. The agri- 
cultural department presented one vory 
notable feature; which may astonish 
the stock-raisers of England, who 
boast so loudly of their pure-blooded 
herds. The best imported animals 
were all beaten by colonial broed. 
Some owners even talked of sending 
homo their prize animals to compote 
at the show of the Royal Agricultural 
Society of England. Closely follow- 
ing tho Exhibition came a pluvial visi- 
tation, that reached its worst point on 
tho 3d instant, when it rained inces- 
santly for 21 hours. The rain-gauge 
at the Sydney Water Works indicated 
a fall of 7 inches during that time; no 
danger was apprehended more than 
the more cutting up of the streets, or 
the temporary submersion of tho low 
lying Hats. It cleared off about mid- 
night, and in about an hour after the 
first of a series of dnnis forming reser- 
voirs along the course of tho stroam by 
which Sydney is supplied, burst. Tho 
second dam, unable to resist tho addi- 
tional strain, also gave way, and the 
accumulated torrent, seething and 
waring, swept before it everything in- 
cluding a substantial bridges, aud then 
carrying away tho sea-wall, escape 
into Botany Bay, leaving the reservoirs 
empty of iuto everything but mud. 

A banquet is to bo given by tho 
mercantile comiuauity to celebrate tho 
abolition of tho ad valorem duties and 
tho opening of tho California mail sor- 
vise, 

Hawthorne, tho bushrangor.was to be 
hanged May 19th. 

An English company is about to 
commence operations at the Wallera- 
waug mines, a most valuable property ( 
consisting of some 1,700 acres (of 
which 1,000 acres aro coal lands). The 
iron ores are of three classes at least, 
viz. : magnetic, hemalito and clay-band. 

The limestone is of tho finest descrip- 
tion. Tho coal seams are various — 
ono eleven feet in thickness and prac- 
ticablylinexhaustible. 

Mr. David Dudley Field, American 
jurist, who, with his wife aud grand- 
son, on their way to India, called at 
Sydney, has received tho public recog- 
nition and hospitality due to the im- 
portance of his position and the value 
of his efforts to ameliorato national and 
international law. 

H. M. S. Challenger has resumed 
operations by making coast surveys off 
Sydney Heads, and commences a deep- 
sea service for the pioposed New Zea- 
land aul Austudian cable, in about ton 
days. Last night the oflicors.in recog- 
nition of tho hospitalities rocived horo, 
gavo a grand ball at the Masonic Hall. 



Queensland- 

In 1873, it hi reportod that some 1,000 
tons of tin wore exported. 

Tho population now gathered at Cook- 
town, a large proportion of which ar rived 
in that town with tho intention of pro- 
ceeding to the gold diggings on tho Pal- 
mer River gold fields, but havo boon un- 
ablo to make their way there over flooded 
country, aro still suffering great priva- 
tions. Provisions aro not to bo obtained 
except at extreme rates, and aro inacces- 
sible to many. Fover and ague, dysen- 
tery, otc, aro exceedingly prevalent, and 
medical men, have, it is s.iid, given it as 
their opinions that hundreds will find 
graves in this sub-tropical region. 

Tho diggers on some of the Northorn 
gold fields aro still being grievously an- 
noyed by tho aboriginal natives. At a 
placo called Craigie, several men (whites) 
aro reported to havo boen killed. 

Tho £20.000 subsidy to the Torres 
Straits mail routo has boon passed in tho 
Queensland Legislature, after consider- 
able discussion. 

Victoria- 

Tho elections for tho now Parliament 
are complotod. They havo excited much 
interest, and show that tho Francis min- 
istry have a largo majority. 

A verdict has boon given for tho Crown 
in a case in which tho Phoenix Foundry 
Company sued tho Government of Vic- 
toria for £1,000, which had been paid as 
duties on materials required for tho con- 
struction of locomotives intended for 
Government railwaj-s. Tho verdict, 
sbovo named, was given on the ground 
that customs duties could not be recover- 
ed if three months had elasped. after the 
•liXz of payment. 

It is reported the year's wheat crop is 
deflciont as compared with the yield" of 
previous years. 

It has been announced that tho faros on 
tho Government railways are to^ undergo 
a reduction of 33 per cont. Tho fact that 
such a reduction has been deemed safe 
points to a prosperous condition of tho 
Victorian railway system. 

In the estate of Mr. Clarke, a Victorian 
millionaire, lately deceased, tho probate 
duty amounted to no less than £27,- 
D55. 

The blight has mado its appearance in 
Victoria and threatens to do much harm 
to tho grape vino, and consequently to tho 
year's produce of wine. 

. South. Australia. 

During thn past year 105,000 bales of 
wool were oxportod from this Colony. 

Tho year's imports averaged £19, and 
tho oxports £23 per head of tho popula- 
tion. 

The copper miners and their employers 
have como to a temporary understanding 
on tho matter of wages. 

Fiji- 

Early in ipril a public meeting was 
hold at Lovuko. Public and personal 
charges are stated to have boen levelled 
by tho various speakers against tho mem- 
bers of the lato Govorntnont. Tho first 
resolution which was carried, proposed 
that Fiji should bo a Crown Colony, with 
a Legislative Assembly, elected by tho 
whito settlors; and au Executive com- 
posed of heads of Dopartmonts — geutle- 
mon to bo sent from home, and as many 
native chiefs as tho Government should 
conaidor wero required to represent na- 
tivo interests fully. 

Another resolution affirmed tho un- 
desirability of having anything to do 
with tho Fijian debt, unless a guarantee 
wero given that tho expenditure would 
not exceed £15,000 por annum. A third 
resolution characterized the conduct of 
the Royal Commission, in appointing Mr. 
J, B. Thurston to offioo, as a breach of 
good faith, and affirmed that Mr. Thurs- 
ton would cause a war of races, iu what- 
ever office ho might bo placed.
